The maximum cost oC wood was fix- 


ed as follows: 


For .split pine: SI.90 per cord deliv- 


ered at Die wood-yard. 


For oak: $2.15 per cord, also deliv- 


ered at wood-yard. 


Wood-hauling from the yard to the 


plant is to be advertised for contract 
bids, at not to exceed 50 cents pcr 
cord. Contractors must fcft/c 52,000 
bonds. 


All wood purchases must be of 


Hempstcad county timber. 


One boiler at the municipal plant 


will continue to be fired by gas.

torney Julias Clary of Warren and 
Steve Carrigan of Hope. 


In the meantime a jury at Warren 


deliberated the fate of Ben F. Wil- 
son of Mindcn, La., one of six men 
held in connection with the burning 
of a cotton gin at Banks, Ark., last 
spring. 


Wilson's trial started Thursday. Tes- 


timony was completed that night and 
arguments were heard Friday morn- 
ing. 
The case went to the jury at 11 


o'clock, telephone messages from War- 
ren to The Star said. The jury was 
still out at 2 o'clock Friday afternoon. 


Jesse Hutson of Hope, who pleaded 


guilty Thursday and drew a three- 
year sentence, remained in jail at 
Warren.

A proposal to back up Arkansas' 


plans for celebrating the 100th anni- 
versary of her statehood in 1936 by 
planting memorial trees on the ap- 
proaches to all cities and towns on the 
Broadway of America, was laid before 
the Rotary club Friday by A. H. Wash- 
burn. 


Mr. Washburn said 
that The Star 


several months ago had asked Geotge 
W. Ware, director of the Fruit & 
Truck Branch Experiment Station, to 
prepare plans and cost estimates for 
running a line of trees on both sides 
of the right-of-way on highway No 67 
to the Missouri Pacific viaduct east 
of town, and the same thing a mile 
out on the western 'approach to .Hope. 


Mr. Ware was quoted as estimating 


the total cost at about $250, which Mr. 
Washburn proposed be raised joint- 
ly by the Rotary, Kiwanis and Garden 
clubs, the Legion and other commun- 
ity organizations, 
including a con- 


tribution from the newspaper. 


The speaker urged that Hope in-

the cause. 
Measures directed at the blood will 


not be successful. There are, how- 
ever, 'certain kinds of anemia in which 
the blocid simply fails to develop new 
blood cells to 'take the place of those 
that are worn out.

LINCILN, Neb.-(/p)-The last of the 


two chambers for the Nebraska leg- 
islature was completed just in time 
for the 1933 session, but thtat conven- 
tion next January will be the laht 
two-house assembly in the capitol. 


Voters 
Tuesday 
overwhelmingly 


adopted the constitutional amendment 
sponsored by Senator George W. Nor- 
ris for a unicameral legislature. 


The size' of the one-house legislature 


will determine whether the present 
senate chamber or the larger house 
chamber will be 
abandoned. 
The 


amendment calls for a legislature of 
30 to 50 members. 


The 1935 legislature will determine 


the number and fix the districts from 
which the members will be elected. If 
the legislature fails to do so, the gov- 
ernor will make the decision. 


Although a few other states have 


had one-house legislatures at various 
times, none now has a single-chamber 
assembly.
